Back through the snows, the icy 
stream s and the wilderness trails of 
western Pennsylvania went young 
George W ashington, m a rly drow n­ 
ing in the river at Pittsburgh. J a n ­ 
uary 16, 1754 he was back in Wil­ 
liamsburg and the F rench and I n ­ 
dian W ar was ju st around the cor­ 
ner. In the spring, W ashington was 
sent again into western P ennsyl­ 
vania This time it was to use force 
as a persuasive against the French, 
but he met deteat at Fort Necessity. 
The F rench and Indian W ar was 
now an actuality W ashington serv­ 
ed with distinction under Braddock 
and Forbes in the m ajor cam paigns 
of that epochal struggle which de­ 
term ined th a t Anglo-Saxon civiliza­ 
tion should prevail in N orth A m er­ 
ica. He was launched on his career 
of greatness in Pennsylvania. 
It was on Pennsylvania soil once 
more th a t George W ashington m et 
and 
overcame 
the 
most 
serious 
th reat to the cause of liberty and 
independence 
during 
the 
darkest 
days of the Revolution at Valley 
Forge. Here on the snowy hillsides 
of southeastern Pennsylvania, again 
in December, W ashington led his 
iitrie band of ragged C ontinentals 
into 
w inter quarters in 
1777. 
In 
nearby 
Philadelphia 
were

iul enem y forces a n d 'th e Congress 
had been forced to flee to York. 
W ashington's 
men 
were 
virtually

in the Congress and the trium ph of

was in 
Philadelphia, on the 
second M onday in May, 1787, that 
delegates of the twelve States of the 
new Union met in convention and 
unanim ously elected G eneral W a sh ­ 
ington their President. On the 14th 
of April of the nex t year W ashing­ 
ton 
'quitted 
the 
quiet 
walks 
of 
M o m r Vernon" and started out on 
a ninc-day journey to New York lor 
his inauguration. En route he passed 
through Philadelphia "m uch em bel­ 
lished foi the occasion" with streets 
and avenues thronged with people. 
L ater he was frequently in P h ila­ 
delphia to appear before sessions of 
the Congress, and on the 7th of D e­ 
cember 1796 he appeared there for 
the last time. He had refused to be 
a candidate for another term. In 
closing his farewell address he said: 
"The situation in which I now stand, 
for the last time, in the m idst cf the 
representatives of the people of the 
United States, naturally recalls the
